Washington, March 81.—The serious 
condition of affairs in Samoa engaged 
the attention of officials throughout y e s­ 
terday, and there were conferences at 
the white house between the president 
Mid Secretary Hay, and at the state de­ 
partment between the secretary and the 
British ambassador and Baron Spec k von 
Stern befg, first secretary of the German 
embassy. 
But out of it all not a word 
of additional information was contrib- ’ 
ated from any official source. 
The only I 
authoritative statement came from the I 
navy department, giving a brief dispatch 
from Admiral K au tx. 
This th re w no ■ 
light cm the latest outbreak, and, owing ! 
to a tangle of dates, it served only to 
further involve th e official mystery. 
In view of the fact that the fighting 
was widespread and long continued, 
aud that the foreign offices at bon (iou 
and Berlin had been officially advised of 
the affair, It was regarded a# somewhat 
strange that the state and navy d^urt 
meuta should be entirely without infor­ 
mation mi a bombard rnqjit by an Amor- 
can admiral. 
Hp to the close of office 
hoars it was stated that nothing had 
oome from any of oar representatives in 
Hunioa dealing with the outbred* of hoe- 
tiUtfoa 
The calls of Sir Julian and 
Hart® Sternberg were mainly for infor­ 
mation. few at neither of the embassies 
had there br en a report of the occur­ 
rence or instructions, up to the time of 
the (mils. 
As to the German attitude it is stated 
positively in a quarter thoroughly famil­ 
iar arith German official sentiment, that 
the outbreak now reported can under no 
eircoiastatioe* be ooh-trued as an overt 
act against Germany, Hor as a casus 
belli. 
This is from such a source I list it 
largely removes the possibility cd inter­ 
national complications. 
As an ovid. nee 
of the conciliatory sentiment of the Ger­ 
man government, it was said yesterday 
that the note delivered to the stat*- de­ 
partment laid week urged in behalf of 
th* Gorman government that the good 
relations existing between two such na­ 
tion* as the United States and Germany 
would not be interrupted br a matter of 
such comparative unimportance as on 
official dispute in S u a e 
It is said that

a amt of umpire, taking his decision as 
final, but ti int the objection, quite forci­ 
bly expressed to the state department, 
was the manner of hi* gung to ikm m 
while friendly exchanges were going on, 
without notice to Germany. 
Admiral Kants acted within his in* 
st ructions. 
It is believed that he con­ 
cluded, after consultation with Captain 
Stimies of the Porpoise, the senor Brit­ 
ish naval officer, And the United States 
and British consul*, that a state of an­ 
archy existed which called for action. 
The fact that the edicts of th* ohief I 
justice were disregarded and was ig­ 
nored although sustained by the repre­ 
sentatives of two of the governments, 
mode such a course imperative. 
There 
is no doubt, with the facts now at hand, 
that Admiral Kouts will be sustained 
by the United States government.

C upital This Morning. 
Manila, March 81.—Major General 
MacArthur advanced to attack Malolos, 
the seat of the insurgent government, at 
7 o clock this morning. 
He was met 
with sir-mg opposition, the rebels resist­ 
ing desperately and losing heavily. 
General Hall’s brigade is advancing 
north from the waterworks and driving 
the left wing of the enemy across the 
river. 
Major General MacArthur entered 
Malolos, the seat of the socalled insur­ 
gent government, at 9:30 this morning, 
the rebels burning the ci ty aud simultan­ 
eously evacuating it. 
They are now in full retreat toward 
the north, where Aguinaldo aud the cab­ 
inet have been fo r tw o days. 
The provision train was delayed by 
broken bridge.#, but the shires aud flocks 
of ducks in the locality furnished ample 
forage. 
The hospital work is remarkably effi­ 
cient, as it has been throughout the 
whole campaign. The telegraphers keep 
abreast of the line aud maintain a con­ 
stant connection with the city. 


I legislation Demanded of Congree* by 
the National Association. 
New York, March 3L—-The committee 
i appointed by the central council of the 
National Sound Money league at its re- 
! cent meeting here to draw up re.sol a - 
, tious setting forth the purposes of the 
, league and report later, has drawn up 
the following: 
“That the National Sound Money 
league demands that a declaratory act 
of congress be passed, making all bonds, 
notes or other obligations of the United 
States flyable in the lawful unit of 
value, which is by statute a dollar made 
of gold; also an act of legislation giving 
the holder of any note or coin of the 
United States the right to demand re­ 
demption under suitable provirion in Te­ 
apot to subridiary coins of less than ll 
each, in said unit of value or dollar made 
of gold or its multiples in gold. 
“That so long as the government con- ! 
tin aes to reissue its note to circulate as 
money, the league favors legislation es­ 
tablishing a separate bureau of issue 
and redemption in the treasury depart- 
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tiations at Washington before the high 
commission. He said that the Canadian 
commissioners were 
not acquainted 
with the subjects under discussion, aud 
thus they allowed the United States 
commissioners to take advantage of 
them. 
It was enough, he exclaimed, to bring 
the blush of shame to the face of any 
Canadian when he considered the posi­ 
tion taken by the United States com­ 
missioners in regard to the Alaskan 
boundary.

Americans Suffered a T errific 
From the R ebels. 
Manila, March Si.—The United States 
troops rested last night iu the jungle, 
about a milt and a quarter from Malo­ 
los. 
The day’s advance began at 2 
o'clock and covered a distance of about 
two aud one-half miles beyond the 
Guiguin river, along the railroad. 
The 
brunt of the battle was on the right of 
the track, where the enemy was appar­ 
ently concentrated. 
The First Nebraska, First South Da 
kola sud Tenth Pennsylvania regiments 
encountered them entrenched on the 
border of the Wv#ni» aud the Americans, 
advancing across the open, suffered a 
terrific tire for half au hour. 
Four men 
of the Nebraska wore killed aud 30 were 
wounded.
